Columbia  New  Testament  profes- 
sor, who  will  retire  in  June  after  forty- 
three  years  on  the  faculty,  and  the  first 
woman  moderator  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  will  be  the  speakers  at 
Columbia  Seminary's  1973  commence- 
ment. 

The  commencement  speaker,  Lois 
Harkrider  Stair,  will  address  the  gradu- 
ates on  "Now  We  Are  One." 

A  native  of  Waukesha,  Wis.,  Mrs. 
Stair  is  a  graduate  of  Smith  College.  She 
was  elected  moderator  of  the  183rd 
General  Assembly  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  (1971).  She  has  been 
chairman  of  the  General  Assembly's 
Permanent  Committee  on  Nominations 
and  is  a  member  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Task  Force  on  Women.  She  was 
ordained  a  ruling  elder  in  1957  bv  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Wauke- 
sha, and  has  served  as  second  vice 
president  of  the  Consultation  on  Church 
Union  and  trustee  of  Carroll  College. 

The  baccalaureate  preacher,  the  Rev. 


Dr.  Samuel  A.  Cartledge,  professor  of 
New  Testament  language,  literature,  and 
exegesis,  joined  the  faculty  in  1930  with 
a  brand-new  Ph.D.  (from  the  University 
of  Chicago).  The  year  before  he  had 
received  his  B.D.  from  Columbia  after 
earning  a  B.A.  and  M.A.  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Georgia.  Since  1950  he  has 
also  been  dean  of  the  graduate  depart- 
ment.

Cartledge  is  well-known  in  the  Southeast 
as  a  supply  pastor,  the  author  of  the 
Christian  Observer's  weekly  Sunday 
school  lessons,  and  the  teacher  of  "baby 
Greek"  to  several  generations  of  Colum- 
bia alumni.

CONTINUING  EDUCATION 
PROGRAM  ANNOUNCED 

Columbia's  first  summer  schedule  for 
continuing  education  has  been  set  for 
July  16  to  Aug.  10,  according  to  Dr. 
Jack  B.  McMichacl,  director  of  the  of- 
fice of  ministry  development. 

The  four  one-week  sessions,  sched- 
uled for  Monday  evenings  through  Fri- 
day mornings,  will  be  led  by  Columbia 
professors  and  will  include  pre-marital 
and  marital  counseling,  worship  and 
preaching,  church  officer  training,  and 
lay  development.  While  each  week  will 
be  a  complete  unit,  participants  are  en- 
couraged to  consider  enrolling  for  two 
consecutive  weeks  of  related  material. 

Bible  study  and  lectures  on  the  pro- 
posed new  confession  for  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church,  US,  will  be  offered  in  daily 
sessions  alternate  weeks.  Each  week's 
program  will  include  daily  individual 
study.  Evenings,  after  the  opening  ses- 
sion for  each  week,  will  be  free  for  off- 
campus  activities. 

Room  and  board  will  be  provided  by 
the  seminary,  and  a  $35  registration  fee 
will  be  charged  for  each  week's  program, 
$10  of  which  is  to  be  .sent  with  the  ap- 
plication as  a  deposit.  Wives  or  husbands 
of  participants  are  welcome  to  audit  the 
sessions.  Room  and  board  for  non- 
participants  will  be  $8  per  day.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Cartledge,  Co- 
lumbia professor  of  New  Testament  lan- 
guage, literature,  and  exegesis  since 
1930,  will  be  honored  by  the  seminary 
community  just  prior  to  his  retirement 
from  the  faculty  the  end  of  this  year. 

Dr.  Cartledge  will  be  the  guest  of 
honor  at  the  annual  Alumni  Association 
luncheon  on  Tues.,  March  27,  and  at  a 
seminary  dinner  on  Wed.,  April  11. 

l^APITAL  GIFTS 
ALL-TIME  HIGH 

In  1972  contributions  to  the  seminary's 
capital  funds  totalled  $1,104,000.  Fifty 
percent  above  the  gifts  of  any  previous 
year,  "these  gifts  indicate  commitment 
to  the  future  of  Columbia,"  according  to 
the  Rev.  Stephen  A.  Bacon,  vice  presi- 
dent for  development. 

Mr.  Bacon  noted  that  this  means  con- 
tributions to  the  seminary's  $5,000,000 
capital  funds  campaign,  scheduled  for 
completion  in  January  of  1975,  are  now 
above  the  $3,500,000  mark.  Additional 
pledges  bring  the  campaign  well  past 
$4,000,000. 

Late  last  summer  a  $500,000  gift  was 
received  from  an  anonymous  founda- 
tion, and  the  balance  of  last  year's 
gifts  were  payments  on  pledges  made  in 
the  capital  funds  campaigns  conducted 
in  the  Synods  of  Atlanta,  Florida,  Geor- 
gia, and  South  Carolina. 
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
